The Pleuro-Pneumonia Proven to Exist in 
illinois. 

©HicaGco, August 20.—The Breeders Gazette 
will publish the following to-morrow: 

At jast the unwelcome truth is forced on us that 
Contagious ‘pleuro-pneumonia has found a lodge- 
ment iw the prairies of Ilinois. The evidence of 
its hateful presence in wot less than five Jersey 
herds in this state is overwheiming, and grave 
fears exist that the extent of the infection has only 
dawned upon us.

Mark- 
ham draws attention to the § fact 
that oa similar cruel accusation was 
made egainst the Sir John Franklin eX pe- 
dition, and the noble words of Admiral Sher- 
ard'Osborn,who commanded one of the Frank- 
lin search expeditions: “Why attempt to lifs 
the veil with which the All Merciful has been 
prea to shut out from mortal ken the sad 
1ours of brave men battling with famine 
and disease.’ Markham continuing says. 

The American navy department should hare 
controlled and been responsible forthe expedi- 
tion. The party should never have been left 
without a depot ship wintering within an accessi- 
bledistance ofthem. The difficulty of navigating 
the channel north of Smith sound was ignored, 
and precaution was neglected, hence the catastro- 
phe ior which there is no excuse. Lieutenant 
Greely's observatory work will form a valuable 
suppiement tothe series of observations which 
were taken by the ship Discovery in 1875. 

The Greely expedition will bear the test of 
thorough serutiny. Its members are mistaken, 
however, in stating that Cape Britannia was visi- 
ble from Lincoln bay, on the west side of Robeson 
channel. The real Cape Britannia is visible from 
Lincoln bay, the most distant visible land being 
Cape May and Mount Hooker. The point which 
Messrs. Lockwood and Brainard reached was Cape 
Muy, not Cape Britannia. The next land they 
reached was Beaumont island, with a small island 
between it and the mainland of Britannia.” 

Markham thinks the highest latitude 
reached by the farty was 12 degrees 55 see 
onds.

Governor Cleveland's letter accepting the 
pomination for the presidency, which ap- 
peared in our news columns yesterday, is 
wortby of more than passing attention. In 
many respects itis a most remarkable docu- 
ment. Inthe first place there is not a line 
in it that isofamerely perfunctory charac- 
ter, Jivery sentence contains a truth simply 
end vigorously put; every word adds to the 
pith of the letter. 

In the second place, the letter is remarka- 
ble for its style, that quality which marks 
the man of intellect—the medium through 
which he impresses his individuality on 
those whom he addresses. 
resses this higher quality of style in a marked 
degree and the presence of thiy places it far 
above the emanations from the politicians 
Blaineand Batler. Itisona higher plane 
than the letters of either of these and it will 
attract more attention among thoughtful 
men. 

In the second place, the letter has the

Be it ordained, by the Mayor and General Coun-

EE That no person shall be permitted to 
place, and let remain in any box, barrel or other- 
wise, in any building, cellar, street, alley way or 
vard, within the fire limits, longer than six hours 
any loose straw, hay, paper or other combustible 
matter. And all owners, occupants of buildings 
Or cellars, 
to permit the Chief of the Fire Department, orany 
mem ber thereof designated by him, or any officer 
or member of the poliee foree, to inspect their 
buildings, cellars and premises to see if this ordi- 
nance is being complied with. And it is hereby 
mace the duty ef the Chief of the Fire Department 
and the Police force to make such inspection. 

Sec. 2. Any person, or persons, violating the 
provisions of the foregoing section shall be arrested 
by any officer or member of the Police force, and 
may, on conviction before the Recorder, be fined 
in asum not exceeding one hundred dollars, or to 
work on the streets not exceeding thirty days, 
either or both in the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 3. All ordinances, or parts of ordinances, in 
confli t with the foregoing are hereby repealed,
